New York, Dec. 30. 

General Carl Spantz, former Commander-in-Chief of the 
American Strategic Air Force in Eurepo proposed 
(odgy In the weekly “Newsweek’” that the Berlin 
problem should he solved by turning the elty over to 
the United Natlons and making It the permanent 
headquarters of the UN. 

He sald Berlin would thus become UN territory, just a8 
Vatican City is the territory of the Roman Catholic 
Chureh. He said it would be governed by the UN as 
the Ameriean capital, Washington DC, is adminis- 
tered by Congress. 

General Spaatz said that os the headquarters of the 
United Nations, Berlin would be really an interna- 
tonal city whose Integrity would be guaranteed by 
all the UN member countries, including the Soviet 
Union. 

He said that the idea of Berlin as headquarters for the 
UN had not originated with him, but wae first sug-
